‘Gold Production.—The gold yield during January was 7,055 oz. crude, 
equal to 6,802 oz. fine, valued at £28,892, aud showed a decrease of 
2,435 oz. fine, and £10,240 in value, compared with January of last 
year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in January, 1917, prices were 31:3 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914, 2:0 per cent. higher than in January, 1916, and 
0-3 per cent. higher than in the preceding month, December, 1916. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
January, 1917, 65:7 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 6:9 per 
cent. higher than in January, 1916, and 16 per cent. higher than in 
December, 1916. Kerosene and soap advanced in price, while falls 
occurred in the price of eggs, potatoes and jam. 


Mutton showed a slight increase in price, and pork rose over a penny 
a pound, but’ beef prices showed no variation.

Land Selections.—During January, 86 applications were made for 49,446 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 13,599 acres, representing 
196 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. 


Meteorology.—The chief feature in the weather of January was the 
prevalence of monsoonal influences over many parts of the State. 
Thunderstorms were frequent and some remarkable displays of 
lightning were observed. These disturbances were responsible for an 
abundant rainfall over the greater part of the State, the amounts 
recorded being, in most localities, in excess of the average. The falls 
were particularly heavy in parts of the tablelands, and at places on the 
northern and central coastal regions. Glen Innes received 899 points, 
or more than double the usual amount. Tenterfield, Katoomba, 
Lawson, Tweed Heads, Casino, and Newcastle were other places which 
received falls exceeding 7 inches. 


A few areas recorded less than the average amount, notably, parts of 
the south and north coasts, and small sections of some of the other 
divisions. 


During the latter part of the month the coastal and central districts 
benefited through the agency of southerly winds which brought useful 
falls of rain. 


A severe heat wave occurred during the month and temperatures 
exceeding 100 degrees were common, the maximum registered being 
115 degrees at Bourke. Notwithstanding this wave, temperatures 
during the month were at most places below the average, due to cloudy 
conditions, and the southerly winds mentioned above. Jn Sydney the 
warmest day was the 12th, when 96-9 degrees were registered. 
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Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—January, 1917.—The births 
registered numbered 1,877, equal to 29°46 per 1,000 of population ; of 
the total, 939 were males and 938 females. The rate is satisfactory, 
being 3°5 per cent. above the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 718, namely, 353 males and 365 females, equal 
to a rate of 11:27 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 
unsatisfactory, being 7:3 per cent. above the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were above the average in all age groups except 
5-64 years. 

The infantile mortality was 79 per 1,000 births, and is normal 
compared with the average for Janaury of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
January, 369 new buildings, as compared with 451 in January, 1916.
